the property of the husband be liable to seizure, or otherwise 
to satisfy the debts contracted by the wife. 

Be it further Resolved, that whenever a levy may be made on 
any property claimed either by the husband or wife, or any 
otlier person as not l)elonging to the one indebted, he or she so 
claiming. such property shall be recjuired to enter into bond uith 
security, for the forth’coming of such property at the District or 
circuit Court next to be holden in the respective District, and 
the right thereof to be then and there tried agreeably to law, and
